Total  Inventories  of  Leaf  Tobacco  Slightly  Laxger 

Leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  ^,9l8 
million  poimds  (farm-sales  weight)  as  of  October  1,  1957*  ba^ed  on  the  quarterly 
reports  of  dealers  2/  and  manuf actvirers .  This  is  an  increase  of  135  million 
pounds  coDipaxed  with  a  year  earlier.  During  the  third  quarter,  July-Septeiriber, 
1957,  tobacco  growers  marketed  approximately  680  million  pounds,  consisting 
mostly  of  flue-cured  but  including  seme  Maryland  and  cigar  leaf.  During  the 
corresponding  period  leist  year  800  million  pounds  of  tobacco  were  marketed  by 
growers . 

Flue-cxjred  stocks  continued  higher  than  for  the  corresponding  date  a  year 
earlier  (irp  5  percent),  b\rt  this  situation  will  reverse  by  the  next  reporting 
date  because  of  the  relatively  small  1957  crop  which  is  now  being  marketed  by 
growers.  Holdings  of  Burley  leaf  this  October  1  were  about  the  same  as   a  year 
earlier  while  Maryland  increased  slightly  (i:tp  2  percent).  Of  the  other  kinds 
of  tobacco,  stocks  of  fire-cured  showed  an  increase  (up  6  percent),  but  decreases 
from  a  year  ago  were  shown  for  stocks  of  dsLck  air-cured  (down  3  percent),  cigar 
filler  (down  3  percent),  and  cigar  binder  (down  11  percent). 

Stocks  as  of  October  1,  1957*  included  about  1,011  million  pounds 

(farm-sales  weight)  of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans  (1,037  million 

pounds  as  of  October  1,  1956)*  These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows: 

flue-ciired  627  million  pounds,  B\Jrley  278  million,  Maryland  9.0  million. 

Fire-cured  k^.Q  million,  dark  air-cured  31.2  million,  and  cigar-leaf  19. 5  milJLion.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 

Fl^xe-c^^•ed  Stocks  Shov  Increase;  MaxylancL  U^p  Slightly;  Burley  About 
the  Same  as  a  Year  Earlier 

Stocks  of  flue -cured  tobacco  on  October  1,  1957>  were  2,790  mm  ion  pounds 
corapared  with  2,66^  million  reported  on  hand  a  year  ago.  Marketing  of  the  19 57 
crop,  currently  estimated  at  only  9^0  million  pounds,  began  in  July  and  sales 
by  growers  totaled  665  million  po\mds  by  the  end  of  Septeniber.  This  is  below 
the  rate  of  marketing  last  year  when  773  million  pounds  were  marketed  during  the 
corresponding  quarter. 

Burley  stocks  of  1,299  millicaa  potmds  represented  a  decrease  of  about 
2  million  pounds  coampared  with  the  previous  October  1.  Based  on  October  1  stocks, 
disappearance  of  Biirley  tobacco  during  the  marketing  year  just  ended  (October, 
1956-September,  1957)  amounted  to  508  million  poxmds  ccorpared  with  516  million 
during  1955-56  period.  This  decrease  largely  reflected  lower  exports  which 
declined  to  28  million  pounds  (3^  million  the  previous  year)  as  indicated  domestic 
consvmrption  of  i^80  million  was  down  only  slightly  {k&l  million  the  previo\is  year). 

Stocks  of  Maryl^md  tobacco  were  78»9  million  po\mds  or  an  increase  of  1.7 
million  compared  with  the  previous  October  1.  Sales  of  the  195^  crop  on  the 
auction  markets  were  coorpleted  in  August.  Disappearance  of  Maryland  leaf  during 
the  1956-57  marketing  year  amounted  to  about  36.8  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of 
1.8  million  compared  with  1955-56.  Exports  of  Maryland  tobacco  of  13*5  million 
pounds  were  at  a  very  favorable  level,  but  indicated  domestic  disappearance  of 
23.3  minion  was  lower  (25.7  million  during  previous  year). 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (Turkish  and  other) 
were  190.2  million  pounds — an  increase  of  approximately  16  million  ccanpared 
with  the  previoxis  October  1. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cxured  Stocks  IJp,   But 
Dark  Air-cured  Shows  Decrease 

Fire-c\jred  tobacco  stocks,  reported  &s   1^5*6  million  potmds  were  larger 
than  a  year  ago  (137»6  million)  with  the  increase  being  accounted  for  by  higher 
stocks  of  Type  22.  Fire-cured  stocks  on  October  1,  1957*  were  divided  by  types 
as  follows:  Virginia  fire-cuped  214-.8  million.  Eastern  District  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee  fire-cured  97*0  million,  and  Western  District  23.8  minion.  Disap- 
pearance of  fire-cvired  tobacco  during  the  1956-57  marketing  year  totaled  62. h 
million  pounds  compared  with  6h.6  million  dxjring  the  previous  year.  Exports 
of  30.2  million  pounds  were  10  percent  lower  than  diaring  previous  marketing 
year. 

Dark  air -cured  tobacco  stocks  on  this  October  1  were  82.8  million  pounds, 
a  decreeise  of  2.6  million  pounds  compared  with  holdings  a  year  earlier.  Stocks 
of  Types  35  and  36  were  lower  than  on  the  previous  October  1,  but  there  was 
seme  increase  in  the  level  of  Type  37  holdings.  Holdings  on  this  October  1  of 
One  Sucker  were  US.'J  million  poxonds.  Green  River  27.8  million,  and  Virginia 
sun-cured  5*3  million.  Disappearance  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  dxiring  the 
1956-57  marketing  year  climbed  to  36.5  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  10.1 
million  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Both  domestic  consxanption  and  exports 
were  higher. 
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CIGAR  lEAF  STOCKS 

Holdings  of  Domestic  Cigar  Leaf  Lover  Than  a  Year  Ago 
Larger  Stocks  of  Foreigg-grown  Cigar  Leaf 

Cigar  leaf  stocks  of  all  domestic  types  including  Puerto  Rican  totaled 
298.it  million  pounds  (fann-sales  weight)  on  October  1,  1957.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  about  6  percent  conrpaxed  with  total  holdings  on  last  October  1 
of  316.7  million.  The  stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  totaled  25.7  million 
pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  compared  with  21.9  million  reported  the  previous 
October  1. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  declined  5*8  million  pounds  compared 
with  a  year  earlier  with  stocks  this  October  amounting  to  17&.7  million. 
Lower  stocks  of  Type  k6   considerably  more  than  offset  a  slight  increase  in 
holdings  of  Type  kl.     Stocks  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  this  October  1  were 
105.2  million  poimds,  Ohio  Filler  23. 1  million,  and  Puerto  Rican  Filler  50.3 
million.  Disappearance  of  the  filler  types  for  the  195^-57  marketing  year 
toteiled  87.5  million  pounds — somewhat  lower  than  was  indicated  for  the 
previous  year. 

Cigar-binder  stocks  declined  to  98.7  million  pounds  on  October  1,  1957> 
a  decrease  of  11.7  million  from  a  year  earlier.  Except  for  stocks  of  Type  55^ 
holdings  of  each  of  the  binder  types  were  down  considerably  from  a  year  earlier. 
Connecticut  ^2;alley  Broadleaf  stocks  this  October  1  were  25.8  million  poxmds, 
Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  20.2  million,  Southern  Wisconsin  21.0  million, 
and  Northern  Wisconsin  31«6  million.  Disappearance  of  the  cigar  binder  types 
totaled  U-5.7  million  poimds  during  the  195^-57  marketing  year  cocrpared  with 
50.0  million  during  I955-56. 

Shade -grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  of  21.0  million  pounds  were  down  slightly 
from  those  reported  last  October  1  (21.8  million).  Holdings  of  Type  6I  were 
11.2  million  and  of  Type  62,  9.8  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  (Havana)  reported  at  17.^  million  pounds  represented 
seme  increase  from  those  of  a  year  earlier  (I6.5  million).  However,  holdings 
of  Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  stocks  at  8.3  million  pounds  were  sharply 
higher  lian  a  year  earlier  (5*3  million).  Stocks  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf 
amotaited  to  only  0.1  million  pounds.
